After a comment on the weather

The controlling opinion was writ- 
ten by Judge Clark. Judges Leedy, 
Tipton, Douglas and Ellison con- 
curred and Judges Douglas and 
Ellison also wrote’ separate concur- 
ring opinions. Judge Hays filed a 
dissenting opinion, and Judge Gantt 
was reported as dissenting. 

None of the four opinions filed 
contained any reference to the con- 
troversial matter of the three ex- 
cluded opinions. —— 

Two other opinions, never hand- 
ed down because. they did not re- 
ceive a majority vote, were written 
in Division No, 1 of ‘the court 
where the appeal, from a Jaskson 
County Circuit Court judgment for 
the bank, first was heard without 
a decision. The case then was 
transferred from Division No, 1 to 
the court en banc for hearing by 
all seven Judges.

St. Louis’ Rat Problem. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: | 
O aid in rat riddance, the Health 
Commissioner recommends that St. 
Louis assume the removal of “accumu- 
lated rubbish,” which means municipal 
cleaning of ash pits as is done in most 
of the larger cities. This would be a 
break for the Health Department itself 
in relieving that agency from the inves- 
tigation of hundreds of ash pit com- 
plaints each year, and the enforcement 
of the ordinance requiring property 

~ @wners to keep ash pits emptied, 

While this would doubtless help in 
combating rats, still it doesn’t solve the 
rat question. For instance, there are 
refuse dumps in various parts of the | 
city that are alive with rats that actually 
travel blocks to feed where the garbage 
cans are uncovered and inviting. 

I lived on Dover place, where the 
entire block became overrun with rats, 
some of them burrowing some distance 
away in. the vacant spaces between 
Arendes drive and the Missouri Pacific | 
tracks. In our biock they had burrowed 
beneath garages and even under some of 

- the terraced front porches. <A block 
=. .gway, in the rear of a large grocery store, 
; where huge garbage cans were invariably 
left filled and uncovered, rats dug in 

for the duration and rapidly increased. 

However, with partial co-operation | 
from immediate neighbors in keeping 
garbage cans covered, several of us with 

bait and deadly carbon mon- 
oxide fumes eradicated most of the rat 
population that had scurried across 
yards. But we ridded only our own 
yards and garages; —— — © | 
community pest. 

The Health Department did have «a 
very informative circular on rat eradica- 
tion, probably a reprint from Farmer's 
Bulletin No, 1568, De t of Agri- 
culture. Anyone reading it will be im- 
pressed by the fact that rat riddance 
is not accomplished by sporadic com- | 
munity campaigns, but is a city-wide job 
requiring supervision by delegated au 
thority and with the co-operation of the | 
entire population.

Hair is really a kind of, 
serving a number of purposes be- 
sides mere passive protection.

through its pigment it is an im- 
portant means of elimination of 
certain by-products of nutrition. 


In enlarging a hair one thou- 
sand times, it will be seen to con- 
tain a good deal of melanin. This 
is a pigment which is a by-product 
of nutrition and needs to be re- 
moved from the body, and the hair 
is nearly the only organ for this 
elimination. “Makea count of the 
hair that man cuts and loses dur 
ing his life,” says Dr. Hrdlicka, 
“and. the material thus eliminated 
will’assume a respectable propor- 
tion.” The ordinary graying of 
hair means not that melanin is 
changing or losing color, but that 
less and less of it is formed and 
hence present. Entirely gray or 
white hair is that which is quite 
free from melanin.

starvation and prolonged severe 
strain, production of melanin in 
the body, ceases and therefore the 
hair turng gray for a while, and 
as health is restored itg natural 
color returns. The prisoner whose 
hair turned white in a single night, 
however, is a myth so far a’ sci- 
entific investigation has shown up 
to the present time, because the 
melanin is dead and cannot pos- 
sibly be décolored by any mental 
effect. It is possible that sudden 
graying may occur from the for- 
mation of bubbles of gas in the 
medulla of the hair.. 


Viewed in this scientific manner, 
it is difficult to see how any vita- 
min can possibly affect gray hair. 
Early in the process of graying, a 
vitamin might possibly fix melanin

Certain jobs which women do 
particularly well include: 

Work requiring care, constant 
alertness, good eyesight, use of 
light instruments and work re- 
quiring manipulative dexterity and 
speed, 22 when women can 
do the job sitting down. 

With perhaps 200,000 men going 
into the Army monthly, estimates 
by the War Production Board in- 
dicate war industries will have to 
employ approximately 10,000,000 
workers this year, about one mik- 
lion of them women, Factory em- 
ployers do their recruiting from 
that vast labor force in several 
ways: 

Through the United States Em- 
ployment Service; through female 
employes whose friends and rela- 
tives may be seeking work; 
through voluntary applications, 
schools and colleges and news- 
paper advertising. Unless those 
recruited, according to the board, 
are carefully chosen and then 
propertly placed, the working 
force will not be efficient. The 
methods of employers in choosing 
women workers vary. Some pre- 
fer women without previous fac- 
tory experience, some don’t, al- 
though there is a general opinion 
that previous experience on needle-, 


work or embroidery is a valuable 


asset for factory workers doing 
precise jobs. 


There seems to be little uniform- 
ity in the educational require- 
ments established for what seem 
to be comparable factory jobs in 
different establishments. Some 
firms require high school gradua- 
tion, others completion of gram- 
mar school, while others have no 
prescribed educational standards, 

The consensus of the employers 
interviewed is that under present 
conditions there is no reason why 
a married woman should not have 
equal consideration with her single 
sisters for a job. The board says: 

The important factor is not 
whether a person needs a job, for 
there are plenty of jobs to go 
around, but whether conditions in 
the home are such as to distract 
from job effectiveness and lead to 
absenteeism. An investigation of 
the applicant’s family life to de- 
termine whether there are any 
minors or other dependents who 
depend on the applicant for per- 
sonal care is far more revealing

A number of firms disregard the 
so-called persona] references be- 
cause experience has shown them 
to be of little value, but this does 
not apply generally to references 
given by past or present employ- 
ers. ’ 

If you’re the boss and one of 
the ‘girls makes goo-goo eyes at 
you, don’t make goo-goo eyes back 
at her.

But girls do better work for a- 
man-boss than they do for a fore- 
lady.

Here are some of the board's 
findings gathered from employers, 
stated in general terms: 

Women are quicker than men to 
detect any evidence of favoritism 
and become jealous and resentful 
if another woman seems to be 
“making a play” for the boss. 
Most executives believe that as a 
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rule women do not look on their 
jobs as a permanent career be- 
cause, consciously or unconscious- 
ly, they hope to get married and 
leave and for that reason are sel- 
dom interested in promotional pos- 
sibilities, 

Some employers believe — and 
some don’t— that women are less 
stable emotionally than men, be- 
ing more sensitive to criticism and 
more easily discouraged. One boss 
in’ particular’ found fewer emo- 
tional upheavals in his women 
workers, but when those few burst 
out they involved tears, hysteria 
and plenty of general disturbance, 

Women show less initiative and 
aggressiveness than men, some em- 
ployers found, and make fewer 

ns. One said women are 
“creatures of habit” and once given 
a job will “keep on doing it for- 
ever without ever getting a new 
—* Another employer bluntly 
polished off women workers with 
this .description: “The average 
woman is a caretaker, not a pro- 
moter.” But employers generally 
believe women are more patient 
with details than men. 

Whether because of lack of abil- 
ity or familiarity, most women 
are not as handy at servicing, set- 
ting up or repairing machines as 
men and when they are so em- 
ployed supervisors must usually 
provide special” guidance and as- 
sistance. Several employers noted 
that women rarely seem willing to 
go to the washroom or restroom 
alone. One boss said that even if 
fatigue were not a factor, he would 
favor 10-minute rest periods in the 
middie of each working period to 
permit women to go to the rest- 
rooms together. 

There seems to be an “over- 
whelming preponderance of opin- 
ion, based on experience,” that 
women work best under male su- 
pervision. One employer said 
“when women supervisors are 
good, they are very, very good, but 
when they are bad they are awful. 
Because #0 many trials have 
ae such a large proportion 
of supervisors,” nearly all the 
companies questioned were plan- 
ning to use men

en should receive the same pay

of equal skill and difficulty and 
if they are of equal value to the 
company. But—in actual practice, 
they seldom do. Explaining this, 
the board says: “When men’s 
jobs are taken over by women, 
they must nearly always be en- 
gineered and broken down to some 
extent if production requirements 
are to be met. A male helper may 
do the heavy lifting and carrying, 
or a conveyor belt or jigs may be 
installed, or three girls may do the 
work of two men. The nature of 
the jobs thus is changed.” 

Both British and American ex- 
perience indicate that women are 
likely to be absent from work 
more often than men. The pri- 
mary reason is that they have a 
higher rate of illness, although the 
burden of domestic responsibility 
seems to be a contributory fac- 
tor. It appears, the board says 
after citing several reports, that 
the weekly hours worked by wom- 
en should be about five fewer than 
those worked by men, although the 


nature of the work has to be 
considered in any such figuring. 

Women factory workers wear 
special clothing mainly for these 
three reasons: As a safety meas- 
ure and to protect health; to im- 
prove morale and eliminate class 
distinctions, and td protect the 
product being made from contam- 
ination. Some employers believe 
that a special work uniform aids 
in raising the morale of women 
workers. One of them said: 

“When girls put on their slacks, 
shirts and caps in the morning, 
their point of view seems to 
change. They feel that they have a 
man’s job to do. They don’t want 
to worry about their clothes and 
they don’t want to powder their 
nose. They really throw them- 
selves into their job.
